and ſuch like; So that re the one as well as to the other

The Accompliſhment. 


He Primeitive Chmrch atthe faſt, (that1s to ſay, af» 

- ter the Apoſtles diſperſed themiclues from /ernſalene 
into all parts of the world) conſiſted oncly of pravate 
perſons, and was as awife inthe honſe, without any 
commanding power in order as to che Pablique ſtate. 
And had-theſe, two Aduerfarics , the Heathen [delatry, 
and 
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and the Teweſh ſuperflition , cuermore ſtanding torth in 
accuſation agdinſt.it. By which it ſuffered gricuous Pey.. 
ſecmtions and e Martyrdemes, through their Calammnies 
put into the eares of the En:perours, and Kings of the 
earth yer Infidels and wnconnerted, Which as] hane faide 
did no better agree together, then that two Trees (0 
much different , ſhovld be ſaide ro reſemble one the 0+ 
ther , orto be of one and the ſame kinde, 

But what if wee ſhall ſay , that our of the Appeliatine 
names of theſe two Trees, are forctold what kinde ot ac« 
cuſations ſhould be brgpghe againſt it by either of them ? 
Cercainly when I conſider the Nature of them both ro- 
gether, with chereference they haue to the perſons to 
whoſe Accuſations they are adpropriate, I cannot but 
ynderftand ſome ſpeciall Afyſterie hidden in it, 

For firlt ro the Gentile 15 allotted the Lenxts/que Tree, 
whoſe teare 15 that vſuall gumme Adaſtique , 1o feruicea- 
ble vnto them that ſtudy wholy for the outward beauty 
and graciouſneſſe of the body, as if ( with the Epicare) 
they made the pleaſure and contentment thereot rheir 
Surmum bouum and onely end, And ſo did the Gentites . 
lay to the charge of the Chriſtians , that vader pretence 
of cheir religious meetipgs, they gaue themſclues who]- 
ly to Anarchy, Senſwality, and carnal liberty , which muſt 
breed a veietion of all good Gomernment , Order, andcare 
of che common good. And on the other fide, where- 
as to the Jew, is adſcribed this kinde of Holme-Tree , 
whoſe heryes ( as I ſhewed before) yeeld that precious 
dye ( which pettaines onely tothe Promces and great ſtates- 
wen of the world co bee attiredin ) , . So the accuſations 
which theſe men brought again{tche Chriftians, were 
( alcogether or for the moſt part) marters of Ambition, 
Treaſon , and Innonation , as it they aſpired to a worldly . 
Power and Soueraintys And chis chey charged chen 
with, thereby ro make them odious to the Gentiles , 1n 
whoſe hand theffare then was, And if either of thele

wiel) The indgements of God, in the mouth of faithful Xie 
niſters, andin the hand of ze/owr Magiſtrates, As wits 
nefle thoſe Armies of Holy Prefeſſors trom time to time z 
and their vnweried ſpirits, in the 'encounters and com« 
bats they maintained cuen to death , againſt this Babilo- 
nian Belns and bis Dragon, and their Sefaries concerns 
ing their Tenewts, ſo tarre forth as they were not Rega/ar, 
and Demonſtrable out of the Arche-type of Gods word and 
Law. By meanes whereof , the New Babilen is brought
